Spring Ceremonial of Aleppo Temple 
Attended by 5,000 Nobles 


Record Class of Candidates 
Receive Shrine Degrees 


qu Spring ceremonial of Aleppo 
Temple was held in Mechanics Build- 
ing, Boston, Friday, May 19, 1939. 


At 4:00 o'clock P. M., a business meet- 
ing was opened in Talbot Hall for the 
purpose of receiving and balloting upon 
applications for initiation, resulting in 
the election of a class of 132 new mem- 
bers to the rolls of Aleppo—forty can- 
didates, eighteen affiliations and seventy- 
four reinstatements. 


Illustrious Potentate James J. Curry 
thanked the Nobility for their work in 
obtaining one of the largest classes of 
candidates in many years. He expressed 
his appreciation for their co-operation 
and stated that he hoped the members 
would continue their interest through the 
coming summer months to the end that 
Aleppo would have another banner class 
of novices for the Fall ceremonial. 


Upon motion duly seconded the read- 
ing of the records of the previous meet- 
ing was dispensed with.

ole ving the business meeting, the 
ritual was given in full form by the 
Ritualistic Degree Team under the direc- 
tion of Noble Wilfred Mills. Talbot 
Hall was filled to capacity by the Nobil- 


ity who had gathered to see the work as 
portrayed by one of the leading ritual- 
istic teams in Shrinedom. At the com- 
pletion of the ritual work the meeting 
was adjourned until 6:30 o'clock P. M., 
to be reopened in Grand Hall. 


A buffet dinner and strawberry fes- 
tival were served in the banquet hall 
from 5:00 to 7:00 o'clock to the 4500 
Nobles present by the Chief Stewards 
and assistants. 


From 6:00 to 6:30 o'clock the Shrine 
band entertained with a concert in Grand 
Hall under the direction of Walter M. 
Smith, Band Leader. At 6:30 the Tem- 
ple was again called to order and the 
final part of the ritual work was given 
by the Temple officers. 


Following the business meeting, the 
Arab Patrol, under the leadership of 
Major Benjamin R. Vaughan, gave an 
exhibition drill by platoons which re- 
ceived great applause from those pres- 
ent. The fourth platoon put on a snappy 
exhibition drill on the floor of Grand 
Hall, with the members of the platoon 
dressed in tuxedos. The second platoon 
appeared in farmer costumes and gave a 
real rookie drill, finally coming up into 
formation and finishing with a very 
lively and well-regulated drill which 
brought great applause. 


The sword drill by the first platoon 
was also a novelty which brought ap- 
plause from the Nobility. Each member 
of the platoon carried a sword with four 
colored lights attached to the blade. 
The swords were used for making de- 
signs and spelling *Aleppo Temple 
Patrol" The third platoon appeared in 
their Arab uniforms and displayed sev- 
eral intricate formations. 


At 8:00 o'clock Director Paul F. 
Bowser and Assistant Director Samuel 
O. Smith with the assistance of the De- 
gree Staff worked the second section on 
the class of candidates elected at the 
afternoon meeting. 


At the conclusion of the second section 
Noble Charles W. Pike presented a 
vaudeville show which very appropri- 
ately marked the climax of a ceremonial 
that will long be remembered by those 
present.
